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PREFACE 


In 1962, the Prime Minister appointed a Committee on Representational Services Overseas under tho 
Chairmanship of Lord Plowden, K.C.B., K.B.E., with the following terms of reference: 


“Yo review the purpose, structure and operation of the Services responsible for representing the interests 
of the United Kingdom Government overseas, both in the Commonwealth and in foreign countries; and 
to make recommendations, having regard to changes in political, social and economic circumstances in 
this country and overseas.” 


The members of the Committee heard extensive evidence from other interested people and groups, and 
examined the work of overseas missions on the spot. Their Report was presented to Parliament in February 
1964 (Cmnd. 2276) and the Prime Minister announced on the 27th of February, 1964 that its recommendations 
had been generally accepted by the British Government. 


At the time of the Committee’s Report, the British Government was represented overseas by three Services, 
the Foreign Service, the Commonwealth Service and the Trade Commission Service. The Foreign Service had 
been formally established as a separate Service of the Crown in 1943, incorporating what had previously been 
the Foreign Office and Diplomatic Service, the Consular Service and the Commercial Diplomatic Service. 
After detailed consideration of Britain’s representational needs, the Committee concluded that the division of 
responsibility for representational functions between foreign and Commonwealth countries, and in Common- 
wealth countries between commercial and other work, had obvious practical disadvantages, and recommended 
the unification of the three Services. ‘Ihe Committee recognized the special nature of the Commonwealth 
relationship and did not recommend the establishment of a single Ministry of External Affairs at the present 
time, although they thought that this should be the ultimate aim. 


The British Government accepted the views of the Plowden Committee and a unified Service, entitled 
HER MAJESTY’S DIPLOMATIC SERVICE, was established on the 1st of January, 1965 taking in the posts, 
the staffs and the duties of the former Forcign Service, the Commonwealth Service and the Trade Commission 
Service. The Foreign Office and the Commonwealth Relations Office continue as separate Departments of 
State in London, responsible to separate Cabinet Ministers, The Right Honourable Michael Stewart, M.P., 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affaire and The Right Honourable Arthur Bottomley, 0.B.E., M.P., Secretary 
of State for Commonwealth Relations, but they are both staffed by members of the Diplomatic Service. Sir 
Saville Garner, G.C.M.G., Permanent Under-Secretary of State, Commonwealth Relations Office, has assumed 
the position of Head of the Diplomatic Service following the retirement of Sir Harold Caccia, G.C.M.G., 


G.C.V.0., and Sir Paul Gore-Booth, K.C.M.G., K.C.V.0., has been appointed Permancnt Under-Secretary of 
State in the Foreign Office. 


The administration of the Diplomatic Service and of all its posta at home and overseas has come under the 
direction of the Chief of Administration, Sir John Coulson, K.C.M.G., who is responsible to the Secretaries of 
State and the Permanent Under-Secretaries in both the Foreign Office and the Commonwealth Relations Office. 
The combined administration was formed on the Ist of January, 1965 by amalgamating the administrative

departments of the Foreign Office and the Commonwealth Relations Office under the title of the DIPLOMATIC 
SERVICE ADMINISTRATION OFFICE. 


‘As a consequence of the implementation of the recommendations of the Plowden Committee, references 
in this publication to the Foreign Service are obsolete; nor has it been possible to incorporate the many other 
changes, including the unified grades structure, which have taken place since the volume went to print. Yet 
another consequence, is the decision to publish in January 1966, and annually thereafter, an entirely new 
publication, to be entitled the DIPLOMATIC SERVICE LIST which will take into account the requirements 
of the new Service. This 137th edition of the FOREIGN OFFICE LIST will, therefore, be the last edition to 
appear in the series which made its first appearance over a hundred yoars ago. The editors would like to 
place on record their thanks to Messrs. Harrison and Sons who have published the FOREIGN OFFICE LIST 
since its inception in 1852.

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FLAGS 


1. In countries where it Is the custom for diplomatic and consular representatives to fly their national flags 
over their official premises or private residences, afloat, on cars, or, where appropriate, on aircraft, Her Majesty’s 
Foreign Service officers hoist the relevant British diplomatic or consular flag. 


The usual size of the flag to be used by diplomatic and consular officers is as follows :—

At posts where the prevalence of high winds makes large flags unsuitable, flags of four breadths only are flown. 


8. The flag to be used by Her Majesty’s diplomatic representatives whether on shore or embarked in boats or 
other vessels, or in cars or, where appropriate, on aircraft, is the Union, with the Royal Arms in the centre, on a 
white shield, surrounded by a green garland. The use of this flag does not apply to the aircraft of the R.A.F. 
for which Queen’s Regulations and Air Ministry Instructions provide that the R.A.F. ensign may be flown on their 
aircraft when carrying H.M. Ambassadors outside the United Kingdom. 


4. The flag to be used by Her Majesty's consular officers ashore to distinguish their official premises or private 
residences or cars or, where appropriate, aircraft, is the Union with the 8t. Edward’s Crown in the centre on a 
white shield. The use of the aircraft flag does not apply to aircraft of the R.A.F. for which Queen's Regulations 
and Air Ministry Instructions do not provide that any flag may be flown when carrying H.M. Consular Officers. 


5. The flag to be used by Her Majesty’s consular officers, when embarked in boats or other vesseis, is the Blue 
Ensign, of three breadths or, if a larger flag is desired, of four breadths, with the Royal Arms in the centre of the 
fy, that is, in the centre of that part between the Union and the end of the flag. The Consular Blue Ensign, being 
& personal distinguishing flag, must In boats be flown at the bow, and not at the stern, which is the accepted position 
for the national colours. No further flag is necessary, but if for some speclal reason it is desired to fly a flag at the 
stern, this should be the Red Ensign. The consular flag is hoisted in boats only and not in ships except when a 
salute is given to the consular officer concerned, when It is hoisted at the fore. 


6. The flag should be flown ashore on the British anniversaries enumerated in the list below. It should also 
be flown over official premises or private residences at ports during the stay in port of one of Her Majesty's ships 


7. On the occasion of local official celebrations or mourning, local usages should be observed, it being as a general 
rule desirable that the flag should be flown (at the mast-head or at half-mast according to circumstances) on all 
occasions when this would be regarded as complimentary to the local authorities or to countries locally represented, 
or.when omission to do so might give offence (¢.g., on the accession or death of a foreign Sovereign or on the occasion 
of the birth, marriage or death of a member of the Royal Family of a country locally represented; or on a 
Presidential inauguration, ete.). 


8. Foreign Service officers may also fly their flags at any time if they think it desirable, paying due regard to 
the views of the local authorities and to the practice followed by their foreign colleagues. 


9. On the occasion of the death of a member of the British Royal Family the flag should be flown at half-mast 
from the date of the death until after the funeral.

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PRECEDENCE 


1. Officers of Her Majesty’s Foreign Service will take 
precedence inter se according to their grade in the 
Service. 


2. Officers of the same grade will take precedence 
according to the dates of their respective appointments 
to the grade. 


8. For the purposes of the local Diplomatic List the 
erder of seniority derived from the application of the 
general principle referred to in paragraphs 1 and 2 will 
be followed. 


4. The officer normally designated to act as Chargé 
d’ Affaires in the absence of the Head of the Mission 
will be the senior Foreign Service officer at the post. 
Where there are two or more officers of the same grade, 
the officer responsible for political work will normally 
take charge; but the Head of Mission may recommend 
that the post should be left in the charge of the officer 
responsible for economic or commercial work if the 
latter is senior in his grade to the officer responsible for 
political work; this would be the normal practice at a 
post where economic or commercial interests pre- 
dominated. 


5. Service Attachés at Her Majesty’s Diplomatic 
Missions will rank with but immediately after the 
Foreign Service officer normally designated to act as 
Chargé d’Affaires in the absence of the Head of the 
Mission and other career members of the Foreign 
Service of the same grade as that officer. 


6. Assistant Service Attachés will rank with but 
immediately after Foreign Service officers of Grade 8 
(Second Secretaries): except at posts where such 
Assistant Service Attachés are the only resident 
Service Representatives, when they will take the 
precedence indicated in the preceding paragraph. 


7. Non-Service Specialist Attachés and Assistant 
Specialist Attachés will take precedence according to 
their grade in the public service with but after Foreign 
Service officers of corresponding grade, but in no 
circumstances before the Foreign Service officer nor- 
mally designated to act as Chargé d’Affaires in the 
absence of the Head of Mission, and without prejudice 
to the precedence of Service Attachés and Assistant 
Service Attachés laid down in paragraphs 5 and 6. 
As between themselves, Specialist Attachés and 
Assistant Specialist Attachés of equal grade will rank 
in the order of their dates of appointment. 

The foregoing does not apply to Labour Attachés 
whose position shall be as stated in paragraph 18. 


8. Precedence at consular poste shall be decided by 
the grade of the Foreign Service officer concerned, and 
by the date of his appointment to that Grade. 


9. At both diplomatic and consular poste— 


Officers of Grade B.1. will rank with but after 
officers of Grade A.6. 


Officers of Grade B.2 will rank with but after 
officers of Grade A.7. 

Officers of Grade B.3. will rank after officers of 
Grade B.2. 

Officers of Grade B.4 will rank with but after 
officers of Grade A.8. 

Officers of Grade B.5 will rank with but after 
Officers of Grade A.9. 


10. A Foreign Service officer performing the duties 
of Consul-General will take precedence at his own post 
over a visiting officer of Grade A.6. 


11. A Foreign Service officer performing the duties 
of Consul will take precedence, at the post of which he 
is in charge, over a visiting officer of Grade A.7. 


12. These rules (at paragraphs 10 and 11 above) do 
not, of course, apply to Foreign Service officers acting 
as Heads of Consular Sections in Her Majesty’s 
‘Missions, nor do they apply in the case where the visit- 
ing officer is at the time Chargé d’ Affaires. 


18, The general precedence of diplomatic agents Is 
governed by the Regulations annexed to the Vienna 
Congress Treaty of 9th June, 1815, which together 
with the addition embodied in the Protocol of the 
Congress of Aix la Chapelle of 2ist November, 1818, 
are printed below. 


14. The precedence which consular officers resident 
at the same post should take among themselves is 
decided by the Consular Body concerned, with whom 
It rests to designate who should occupy the position 
of doyen. As a general rule, consular officers take 
precedence among their colleagues in their respective 
grades according to the dates of their Exequaturs or 
of their recognition by the local authorities. 


15. The comparative precedence of officers holding 
consular rank and of officers of Her Majesty’s Armed 
Forces is shown below. 


16. Rules for the relative precedence of United 
Kingdom and Commonwealth diplomatic and consular 
officers on the occasion of visits of United Kingdom 
naval units or ships of Commonwealth navies to foreign 
ports are given below. 


17. Officers of Her Majesty’s Foreign Service hoiding 
local or acting rank will take precedence 
to that rank, but below officers holding the same 
substantive rank. 


18. The diplomatic rank accorded to Labour Attachés 
will be equated to the appropriate Foreign Service 
grade at the post where they are attached; this rank 
shall not be higher than that of Counsellor nor than 
that of the Chargé d’Affaires designate. For formal 
purposes they should be referred to as “ Counsellor 
(Labour),” “‘ First Secretary (Labour)” or “ Second 
Secretary (Labour).” They should be shown as such 
on the local Diplomatic List and should not be placed 
with the other Attachés, but after the members of 
Her Majesty's Foreign Service of the same grade. 


19. When Foreign Service officers (and certain 
temporary officers) who are junior to a third secretary 
are included in the local Diplomatic List, they should 
be given the diplomatic rank of junior attaché, This 
title Is to be used in order to avoid confusion between 
the old use of the word “ attaché” which described 
the status of officers now to be styled “ junior attachés " 
and the new meaning the word has come to bear, 
namely, the status of a member of s Government 
Department other than the Foreign Office, who, by 
virtue of his position as a representative in a Diplo- 
matic Mission of that Department, ranks immediately 
after the Service Attachée. The names of junior 
attachés should appear at the end of the local Diplo- 
matic List.

BRITISH DIPLOMATIO FUNCTIONARIES 


97.—(1) Every Flag or other Officer in Command will, on arrival, pay the first visit to Her Majesty's Diplomatic 
Functionaries in charge of Embassies or Legations of or above the rank of Chargé d’Affaires, but they will receive 
the first visit from Diplomatic Functionaries below that rank. 


(2) In case of doubt as to the status of a Diplomatic Functionary in charge of an Embassy or Legation am 
Officer should be sent on shore to ascertain it previous to the interchange of visits.

98.—(1) On the arrival of a Fleet, Squadron, or Ship at a Foreign Port, the first visit will be made by the

(2) The officer in charge of a Consular post during the absence of the titular incumbent will take for the 
time being the rank of that incumbent. 
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UNIFORMS 


Details of the approved Foreign Service uniform, 
to be worn at diplomatic and consular posts alike, are 
given in Annex 1. Annex 2 gives particulars of the 
uniform approved for Foreign Service wear in hot 
climates. 


2. Officers in possession of an old-style diplomatic 
or consular uniform may continue to use it in accord- 
ance with the classification in the Schedule in Annex 3. 
It is not the intention, however, that uniforms of the 
earlier style should remain in use indefinitely, ¢¢., 
by officers other than their present owners; and officers 
requiring new uniforms, or alterations to those of 
earlier pattern already in their possession, should 
procure uniforms of the new style or have their present 
uniforms converted to the latter where this is prac- 
ticable. 


8. New entrants should defer obtaining a uniform 
until they have passed their probationary period, unless 
specially authorised to procure one by Personnel 
Department, who will advise officers of the type of 
uniform they will need. (See also paragraph 5 below.) 


4. Officers in possession of the existing consular 
uniform should provide themselves with uniform of 
the new style on promotion to a higher grade or transfer 
to a diplomatic appointment, unless conversion of the 
present uniform proves practicable. 


5. The Foreign Service Regulations (Regulation 
No. 17, Section 3) lay down the conditions under 
which the cost of buying a new uniform, or of altering 
one already in an officer’s possession, may be recovered 
from public funds. Officers should therefore consult 
Establishment and Organisation Department before 
ineurring expenditure on this account. 


6. Uniform is worn only during tenure of office, or, 
on retirement, by special permission, the grant of which 
fs regulated as follows :— 


(i) An officer of the Foreign Service may be granted 
permission to wear the uniform appropriate to his 
grade on retirement or resignation, provided that— 

(a) he has served for not less than 10 years; 
and 


(0) there is in the view of the Secretary of State 
no special reason for withholding permission. 


(il) An officer with less than 10 years’ service who 
has occupied a post of high importance, ¢.g., as 
Ambassador or Under-Secretary of State, may 
request the Secretary of State to submit to The 
Queen an application that he may be permitted to 
wear his uniform on retirement or resignation. 

7. Naval, Military and Air Attachés on the staffs 
of Her Majesty's Missions abroad wear the uniform 
of their respective Services as prescribed by the Dress 
Regulations of the latter. 

8. The Queen's Foreign Service Messengers are per- 
mitted to wear the Foreign Service uniform of the 4th 
Class, and are furnished by the Foreign Office with 
@ badge for use when travelling, which may also be 
worn with the uniform. The badge must be returned 
to the Foreign Office in good condition on the retirement 
of the Messenger from the service. 


9, Annex 4 gives particulars of Evening Dress that 
may be worn at Her Majesty's Embassies and Legations 
abroad at the discretion of the Ambassador or Minister 
at official dinners and parties («) in the presence of 


members of the British Royal Family who are Royal 
‘Highnesses, and (6), if in accordance with local custom, 
in the presence of members of the Royal Family of 
the country In which the Ambassador or Minister is 
accredited. This dress is never worn in the United 
Kingdom. 

10. Consular Agents may wear the Foreign Service 
uniform of the 5th Class. No uniform is worn by 
Pro-Consuls. 

11. Officers. at consular posts remain at liberty to 
wear on suitable occasions, should they so desire, the 
white evening dress composed as follows: white drill 
mess jacket with three small gilt buttons on each side 
of the front and one, two or three small gilt buttons 
for vice-consuls, consuls and consuls-general respectively 
along the outer seam of each cuff; white waistcoat with 
three small gilt buttons; white trousers. 

12, The Foreign Service uniform will be worn only 
by members of the Service who hold Commissions of 
Appointment from the Crown. No uniforms other 
than those referred to should be worn during Foreign 
Service employment without special permission from 
the Secretary of State. 

18. The occasions on which uniform is worn vary 
from post to post and depend to a large extent on local 
custom. Uniform will, however, normally be worn by 
Her Majesty’s Representative when presenting his 
credentials, and also by those members of his staff 
who accompany him on this occasion. It will also be 
worn at official functions and ceremonies (depending 
on local custom) and on other State occasions when 
conaidered appropriate by the Head of Mission. 

14. Uniform should also be worn by Her Majesty's 
Representatives when calling officially upon (1) Flag 
Officers and Commodores on their first visit when 
newly appointed, or when their ship or squadron is 
paying « formal visit, and (ii) Captains when in com- 
mand of a single ship or squadron paying a formal visit. 

On receiving visits from Flag Officers or Officers 
Commanding Her Majesty’s Ships, however, Her 
Majesty’s Representatives may use their discretion as 
to the dress to be worn, but if they do not wear uniform 
they should wear a morning coat, with Star in cases 
where the representative has received the 1st or 2nd 
Class of one of the British Orders of Knighthood. 


‘An Ambassador or Minister accompanying a Naval 
Commander-in-Chief on a visit to pay his respecta to 
the Head of a State should wear uniform. This, as 
in the circumstances contemplated above, may be the 
white uniform, if appropriate to local conditions.” 

15. At consular poste uniform will be worn on State 
occasions, on paying official visits to, and receiving 
official visits from, the Commanders of Her Majesty's 
Ships, and at Naval Courts. 

‘The white uniform may be worn at any post where 
the use of such uniforms by officials is customary.

Wuenrsas several turbulent and disorderly persons 
having in a most outragious manner insulted the 
person of His Excellency Andrew Artemonowitz 
Matueof, Ambassador Extraordinary of his Czarish 
Majesty, Emperor of Great Russia, Her Majesties good 
friend and ally, by arresting him, and taking him by 
violence out of his coach in the publick street, and

The diplomatic representation of the Grand Duchy 
by Netherlands diplomatic agents does not in principle extend to Luxembourg political affairs.
